This is in response to the "RENEWED PETITION UNCER 37 CFR 1 .42" filed 19 
December 2005. 

BACKGROUND 

In a decision from this office dated 18 October 2005, the declaration filed on 1 9 May 
2005 was not accepted under 37 CFR 1 .42. The declaration was unacceptable because it was not 
clear that Vera STEINHAEUSER is the sole heir or just the legal representative for the deceased 
inventor, Frank STEINHAEUSER. 

On 19 December 2005, applicants submitted the renewed submission under 37 C.F.R. 

§1.42. 

DISCUSSION 

Applicants have provided an executed declaration, which sets forth that Vera 
STEINHAEUSER as heir/legal representative of Frank STEINHAEUSER. Again, it is unclear if 
she is the sole heir because the declaration lists her as an heir, if she is the sole heir then it should 
be stated as such. Moreover, she signed the declaration as she was the fourth-joint inventor of the 
current patent application. That is, currently the current executed declaration describes her as the 
fourth-joint inventor but based on applicants' comments it appears that she is only the legal 
representative of Mr. Frank STEINHAEUSER. Thus, the declaration is improperly executed. 

CONCLUSION
